As far as we know, the New Zea- 
land Legislature was the first to take 
action for the protection of its citizens 
from the over-riding of its marriage 
laws by the Decree “Ne Temere.” In 
our issue of September, 1922, we said :

2. “Alleges” in this section means 
making any verbal statement, or pub- 
lishing or issuing any printed or writ- 
ten statement or in any manner author- 
izing the making of any verbal state- 
ment, or in any manner authorizing 
or being party to the publication or 
issue of any printed or written state- 
ment. 

3. A person shall not be deemed to 
make an allegation contrary to the 
provisions of this section by reason 
only of using in the solemnization of 
a marriage a form of marriage service, 
which, at the commencement of this 
Act, was in use by the religious de- 
nomination to which such person be-

longs, or by reason only of the print- 
ing or issue of any book containing a 
copy of a form of marriage service in 
use at the commencement of this Act 
by any religious denomination. 

It is important that all proposed 
bills introduced in any State Legisla- 
ture should provide severe penalties 
for priestly interference in the home 
life of Catholics who have been mar- 


ried without any Catholic ceremony. 


In the past it has happened that a 
priest has destroyed the happiness of 
a home by telling husband or wife or 
both that theirs has never been a real 
marriage at all—in spite of the fact 
that all the requirements of the law 
of the State have been fulfilled.

West Virginia and “Ne Temere” 

The Brooklyn “Tablet,” January 
29, said that in West Virginia a bill 
had been introduced in the Legisla- 
ture which would make it unlawful 
for a Catholic priest to induce parties 
to a marriage ceremony to enter into 
a contract or agreement concerning 
the religious training of children re- 
sulting from such a marriage. The 
text of this bill is as follows: 

Section 1. That it shall be unlaw- 
ful for any person authorized by the 
laws of this State to perform the mar- 
riage ceremony, as a condition to the 
performance of said marriage cere- 
mony or otherwise, to persuade, en- 
tice or induce the parties to said mar- 
riage ceremony to enter into a con- 
tract, agreement or stipulation, oral 
or in writing, concerning religious 
training of the issue of said marriage. 


Section 2. It shall be unlawful 


for any person authorized by law to 
perform the marriage ceremony, be-

The third section provides a fine of 
not less than $500 or imprisonment in 
the penitentiary for not more than 
one year and one day or both.

The principal purpose of Christ’s Mission is to place before all 
Catholic peoples, whether Greek, Roman, or of any other communion, 
the essential facts of New Testament Christianity, specially empha- 
sizing the following points:

1. That the word “religion” stands for the personal attitude of the in- 
dividual toward God.

their sins, and that the Sacrifice on Calvary was made once for all. 


3. That every living being on earth can address the Saviour Himself 
direct, at any time, in any place, with the certainty that the seeking 
Saviour will be “found” by the seeking sinner. 


4. That as the result of personal contact of any human soul with the 
divine power of Christ every man can live in the daily consciousness of 
the forgiveness of all past sin, of continual deliverance from the power of 
sin, of reconciliation with God, and a certainty that—the Blood of Christ 
having been accepted by God as atoning for all sin—the moment of death 
means the entrance upon the joys of Heaven. 


Dogmas of the Greek and Roman churches are seldom assailed as 
such, either on platform or in press, except in so far as “something 
better” as to religious experience is offered. 


The secondary purpose of Christ’s Mission is to enlighten non- 
Catholics everywhere as to Vatican-inspired activities against civil 
and religious liberty in all countries. In dealing with this subject 
it carefully distinguishes between (1) the Roman Curia, (2) the 
hierarchy, and (3) the laity. As to none of these does it assail 
individuals, but it speaks out plainly as to the nature of the politico- 
religious system in which they form three separate and distinct entities. 
It always assumes that individuals are performing their duty to God 
as they see it—even in efforts to put the yoke of spiritual, intellectual 
and political bondage upon persons and peoples not yet subject to 
the Vatican. In no case does it connect any considerable percentage 


of the laity in any way with the political schemes of either the Vatican 
or the hierarchy. 


It believes itself to be the only institution in the United States 
laboring on these two lines of work, and confidently appeals for help 
in money, prayers, and the exercise of personal influence in behalf of 
its workers and its literature.
